President Lemos recently re- 
leased the news that the Federal 
Works Administration has ‘‘fro- 
zen” certain army surplus arti- 
cles in order that high schools and 
colleges may have first choice 
on the frozen supplies... The 
freeze will last for 20 days in 
which time any schools having 
need of the materials may apply 
to the Federal Works Adminis- 
tration for goods, and, if the ap- 
plication is approved, a 95 per 
cent discount will be. made on 
al] materials sold to schools. 

“The net effect of this Civil- 
ian Production Administration di- 
rective is to give education a 
much higher priority in the pur- 
¢thase of such items,” states the 
proclamation sent from Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Supplies available are listed un- 
der several groups such as elec- 
trical machinery and apparatus, 
woodworking machinery and 
equipment, metal working ma- 
chinery, business education equip- 
ment, communication equipment 
and electronic devices, heating 
equipment, furniture, optical in- 
struments and apparatus, indi- 
cating, recording, and controlling

At the first meeting, Miss 
Henriette Roosenburg and Miss 
Mary Ann Nicholsen spoke to the 
several delegations. 

Miss Roosenburg is a former 
Dutch student. who, during the 
war, was brow-beaten in the con- 
centration. camps she was sent 


to following her capture and con- 
viction for underground: activi- 
ties. She was sentenced to death, 
but was liberated by the Allies 
in 1945. She spoke to the dele- 
gates in an appeal for aid for her 
European student friends. 


Miss Mary Ann Nicholsen was 
sent, with many other delegates 
from the United States, to Eng- 
land and Europe in order to min- 
gle with and. understand the stu- 
dents over there. She told the 
conference of many of her expe- 
riences. 

The purpose of the World Stu- 
dents’ Service Fund is to raise 
money in order to feed, clothe, 
and supply books to the war de- 
prived students of England, Eu- 
rope, and China. The situation is 
critical over there, and it is for 
the purpose of relieving this sit- 
uation that’ the committee has 
been formed in Salinas Junior 
College. In the very near future, 
a drive will start in the Jaysee 
halls. When each student is asked 
it is hoped he will give what he 
can to help educate a fellow 
student, Link says.
